NG AND ITS DERIVATIONS. 


Facts Relating to the Origin of Certain 


Words and Phrases. 

Within the present e@ntury (proba- 
bly) a good many Hebrew words have 
come into Enelish slang through the 
medium of. “Yiddish,” e. g., showful, 
(low Hebrew, “‘shaphel’;) ‘‘gonoph,” a 
thief, (Ilebrew, ‘“‘gannabh,” pronounced 
„gonnotf'“ by Polish Jews; Mr. Leland 
writes incorrectly ‘‘ganef.") The greater 
part says the -Anthenaeum, of the 
vocabulary of slang, however, is purely 
of English origin, consisting of humor- 
ously-metaphorical uses of ordinary 
words, the metaphor being often so 
far-fetched as to be of the nature of a 
riddle. Slang words of this type have 
ten passed into standard use; the or- 
linary French words for “head,” 
cheek.“ leg.“ for instance, represent 
he vulgar Latin words for pot.“ por- 
einger.“ and knee-cap.“ 

Of course, a numorous metaphorical 
expression may acquire a considerable 
legree of proverbial currency without 
thereby becoming slang. It passes in- 
to slang when the original point of the 
joke is no longer distinctly remem- 
bered, and the expression continues to 
be used merely as an eccentric substi- 
tute for the recognized term. At a 
later stage sometimes the word or 
phrase has become so general that all 
its grotesque associations have disap- 
peared, and it becomes a permanent 
addition to the resources of the literary 
language. A good example of these 
three stages of development may be 


found in the history of.the word budg- 


et,” as denoting the financial propos- 
als of the chancellor of the exchequer. 
In the reign of George II. the word was 
used with conscious allusion to the cele- 
brated pamphlet which ridiculed Sir R. 
Walpole as a conjurer, opening his 
“budget” or “bag of tricks.” After- 
ward it must, for a time, have been cur- 
rent as slang: but, as it supplied a want, 
it was soon taken into the ordinary vo- 
cabulary, and at the present time a 
chancellor of the exchequer would, as a 
matter of course, speak of his own 
“budget” without any thought of the un- 
complimentary sense which the word 
originally expressed.

The people of Nevada bave two obsta- 
cles to remove; first to right the wrong of 
18738, - the remonetizatioa of silver, and, 
second’ to show that the outside world is 
laboring under a misapprehen-ion as to 
the cultural capacities of our Sa e. 

Kighteen years ago the paper money, 
commercial credits and all other opliga- 
828 the pay mien ol money rested on 
th . solid found Of séventy fve* trans 
dred millions of metallic monry, gold 
and silver coin. The creditor cla ses, to 
enhance the value of b nds and fised in- 
e mes, by strategy and fraud, secure 
legislation, first in the Unined States, and 
second in Europe, excluding silver from 
the minis of the United States and Eu- 
rope, and thereby degrading the white 
metal and depriving the world of one- 
half of the supply of money metal. 

Since that time* there has been no in- 
crease in the gold coinage of the world; 
the eotire product of the mines have been 
absorbed for nou- monetary purposes. 
The Director of the Mint tells us that 
there is only 3,727 millions of gold coin in 
the world. On the gold tneory, there is 
no silver coin which ismoney of u'timate 
redemption. 

The entire fabric of es money, com- 
mercial credits and all other ob.igations 
now rests upon the narrow foundation of 
less than half the metallic money that 
existed eighteen years ago. The credit 
aad business of the world is on a too nar- 
row basis. The fact has been discovered 
that the gold reserves are inadequate. 
Every financial institution in the world 
is bleeding its customers to increase its 
resources and save itself from bank- 
ruptcy. Stagnation, hard times and fall- 
log prices, the inevitable reeult of con- 
traction, have taken the place of progress, 
enterprise and development, which ex- 
sted previous to the crime or 1873. 

I need not arge the silver question to the 
people of Nevada; they know that there 
is not gold enough for use as money and 
that the demone.ization of silver means 
the ruin of our prosperity and un versal 
distress and bankruptcy. 

The only question with you is, how to 
right that wiong and restore silver to the 
place it occupied before it was clandes- 
tinely demonetized. I wiil tell you: 
Stand togeth-r as one min io favor of the 
free colnage ofsiiv r. It is paramount to 
all other questi ins and wo all other issues. 
Un ilthe silver quertion is settled and 
silver remonetized, let there be no divis- 
ion in the ranks of the people of Nevada, 

We cannot succeed in this contest if we 
Givide on minor issues. Let there be but 
one issue, until silver is restored and this 

eneration is again allowed to enjoy the 

unties of the mew discoveries of the 
precious metals. Nevada, if united, is 
strong. 

The ople of Nevada can refute the 
detraction and misrepres:ntation o the 
Eastern press as to its agricultural re 
sources, by showing to the world the 
facts,as they exist. The government ap- 
propriates $15,000 annually to aid us in 
making that proof. Your Experiment 
Siation has, at least, given you an object 
lesson and an exhibit which is before you, 
creditabie, encouraging and instructive. 

The capacities for production of every 
selon of the State should be made 
known. The farmers and people of the 
different counties must co-operate with 
the managers ofthe Experiment Station 
in this great work of ascertaining and 

ublishing to the world the capacities of 

evada to produce cerea's, fruits and 
vegetable in periection and abundance. 

We already know that by irrigation all 
ofthe agricultuial products of the tem- 

rate zone can be produced. We do not 
now what particular attention vegeta- 
ble, — or fruit wiil be most profitable 
and t adapted to our climate, circum. 
stances and soll. But those faces must be 
ascertained and publisbed to the world. 

We do not know to what extent agri- 
culture can ae pesenes without irrigation 
in this State. It is believed by many that 
there are large sections of the State where 
the cereals, at Jeast, can be produced 
without irrigation. If such be the fact, 
it is most important that it should be 
known. 

There can be no question that ulti- 
mately the resources of Nevada will be 
known, appreciated and developed. We 
already know that for — and quan- 
lity per acre, the agricultural capacity of 
Neveda is unsurpassed. We also know 
thet there is no climate in the world more 
conduct ve to health, vigor and the de- 
velopment of mental and physical power, 
than the climate of Nevada. 

The extent of the land which may be 
cultivated by irrigation is only limited 
by the amount of available water. There 
is more land than water in this and all 
ofthe other arid States and Territories. 
Nevada may pot have as much available 
water as some of the other States, but it 
has much more than many of the States 
and Territories which stand high as agri- 
culturel States and which are ing rap- 
ay populated. 

If the waters of the Truckee and the 
lakes connected therewith could be 
utilized and distributed upoa the land
